WASHINGTON, March 20—The houss to- 


day resumed the debate on the resolu- 
tions censuring Ambassador Bayard for 
his English speeches under, yesterday's 
agreement to come to vote at 2 o'clock 
tbis afternoon. 


Mr. Adams, minister to Brazil in the 


Harrison administration in opening the 
debate today paid a high tribute to the 
personal character of Mr. Bayard but his 
long service and commanding position as 
the American representative at the court 
of St. James made his 
offense more 


flagrant and reprehensible than if he 
were an inexperienced and unofficial man. 


Mr Fair-child took issue with the ma- 


jority of the foreign affairs committee as 
to the character of the offense. If they 
thought it an impeaobable offense he re- 
gretted tbat the committee had not ad- 
hered to Barrett's original resolution that 
Bayard's utterances were criminal, libel 
within the definition of the law and in 
view of his exalted position was a high 
crime against the country. 


Mr. Wheeler, opposing the resolutions, 


made the first reference to the tariff to- 
day. He read a telegram from Youngs- 
town, O.i chronicling the first shipment of 
cotton ties to Bombay. 


Mr. HutehinBon would vote to second 


the resolution defining the principle of 
representation at foreign countries, but' 
would not vote to censure by name a for- 
eign minister. 


Congressman Willis said: "If it cannot 


be unanimous," addressing the Republi- 
cans, "it ia a question whether |it would 
do country or party any good." He drew 
the members around him in throngs and 
aroused great enthusiasm by the eulogy of 
the value of the birthright of liberty and 
by his outspoken contempt of American 
snobs. 


It was decided to vote on the resolutions 


separately. The first resolution censuring 
Bayard was taken up and passed 180 to 71, 
five Democrats for and three Republicans 
against the resolution. 


The second resolution which declares 


that foreign representatives should not 
make partisan speeches was adopted by a 
vote of 191 to 59. 


Congressman Draper of Massachusetts 


voted against the first resolution to cen- 
sure Bayard. 


The president approved today the court 


martial findings in the case of Medical In- 
spector Kershner, convicted of perjury 
and other offenses against naval regula- 
tions. The case has been pending a year. 
The president has filed exhaustive reasons 
for his endorsing the conviction.

Thursday evening wit- 
nessed the third of the serie,, and the 
weather which accompanied the previous 
two was outdone by bid weather la^t night.

Dr. Bascom's Address. 


Cit:zeus of Adams: It is a pretty serious 


night and this is protty serious tjusiacfm. 
If our forefathers looked down ou this 
country at the present time, even though 
we are congratulating ourselves, I can 
hardly think they would be satislied with 
the way things aregom~on in these states. 
They had expectancy of a. free govern- 
ment and we disappointed them It will 
not be so ultimately, but so far it hats been 
a disappointment, In no other civilized 
country are the cities worse mleci; in no 
other civili/ed country are there so many 
murders and so Tew punishments; there is 
uo other civilized country where more 
than one-half of those who suffer the 
penalty for murder do so by lynching. 
We have not used properly what was put 
in our hands; we have not kept pace with 
our opportunities during the past fifty 
years. 


This is a great arraignment, but it is 


true. Why not see if we can lemedy it? 
We had 
undue expectations of what 


would come of freedom. 
It does not 


follow that we must be well ruled. We 
had an idea that if the lawn cor: .e from the 
people we must have good laws. On the 
other hand the wisdom of self-rule must 
be established. I suppose there are com- 
paratively few American people 
who 


really take it upon themselves to assume 
the responsibilities of voters and say that, 
being rulers, they must know what is for 
the common advantage and take upon 
themselves the full responsibility. It is 
our temper. If every man seeks for his 
own inteiests, the fewer rulers the better. 
If every man pursues his own interests we 
can't prosper and we do not come up to 
the magnitude of what devolves upon us 
as citizens of Massachusetts. 


Every town and city of the sU,te has one 


great question before it every spring. 
They answer first this way and then that, 
and there is no show of the advantage of 
either policy. 
You cannot by a single 


year of no-license see the benefit, and the 
condition does not mitigate the evils of 
license. 
See what is demanded, know 


where you stand and stand where you put 
y oursel ves. 


I cannot believe there are any ten men 


in Adams so ignorant that they cannot sen 
that no-lifeline is a sound policy for this 
city, the public welfare being the only in- 
centive; that no-license i» a policy ou 
which tbu town will thrive better than on 
any other policy. They look narrowly on 
the businous gain to them through license. 
They do not come up to that position our 
fathers Intended us to come up to—that of 
rulers. 
It is our purpose to provide for 


the future and decide all questions of 
social welfai e. We should know no other 
motive «x< opt the public welfare. I now 
Hsk Hie<'ili.'.eiisofthis town, "What will 
be the policy for the public welfare?'' 


JB'iisl— the policy most thoroughly aid- 


Inl to us in .spiritual and physical welfare.

The interests involved arc 


very great; there is a billion to a billion 
and 
n. half expended for intoxicating 


drink. This sum1 can no more be. imagined 
ttmu the number of tons St' dirt in Cirey- 
Jo.;k. When we goto a house steeped in 
misery by liquor we see the 
magni- 


tude of it. 
What compensation for this 


money can they show? 


It is true they will say there is some 


pleasure. It is the right of us all to claim 
pleasure Light doings if taken with great 
caul.ion give pleasure. 
This pleasure 


may be aecomporiKtd with no loss of phys- 
ical strength but. the drinker must be very 
moderate. 
Now, compare the moderate 


m.ui with one xvho has not drank at all. 
Has he had any more pleasure outside of 
sppetite? I don't bcliev it. 
It can't be 


said 
that we who have never drunk 


have lost anything and if the drinker 
gained nothing there he gains Dothim? 
anywhere. Pass the*o tempeiatc drinkers 
and come to tbose \«ho drink more than 
that—who never lose their feet but arc far 
worse off. Then <-omc those who have 
fallen many times, who have lost even 
their own respect. After them comes that 
great class who ahvays follow the one 
mode of life. 
Their lives have withered 


entirely in their own handi. 
What does 


the favor of the first temperate men 
amount to when compared with the bur- 
den of the others. 
So on this line they 


have nothing really to offer us. 


Take it on the line of productive power. 


It seems to me the world has reached a 
point where an intoxicated man is out of 
keeping with the world into which he 
has gotten. There are many employ- 
ments which find no place for the man 
who drinks at all. Many of the railroads 
have such rules and they are being made 
in connection with electrical and mechan- 
ical employments. 


It is a curious fact that there are more 


accidents on Monday morning than on 
-—• other day in the week. The reason 


is that the men come from debaucheries 
of Sunday and are unable to work with 
machinery. Workmen are moving for 
eight hours per day. Tiiis movement 
will prevail if this principle is sound: a 
man in his sober senses, with the aceoin- 
paning quick perception will do as much 
work in eight hours as the ordinary man 
will do in ton or twelve. I believe lie 
will do it even when working with ma- 
chinery. It isn't the ar.iount of time a 
drinking man loses but in the time occu- 
pied he is not able to servo—with nerve 
unsteady and eye poor, lie is unable to do 
any work which needs skill. In time none 
of these employments wili find a place 
for the intemperate man. Where is the 
man in business who is not troubled by 
intoxication, less or more? There is not a 
single thing this billion does for the pro- 
ductive power of this country. In fact, 
the amount of money expended, gives 
less employment proportionately than 
any other form of employment. 


The temperate family attain a profitable, 


enjoyable and serviceable position in the 
community. The question is asked whether 
poverty begets drunkenness or drunken- 
ness begets poverty. 


Nobody doubts that tiify liavo co-liab- 


itod and will to the end. They are both 
causes and both ell'ects. 
I believe on 


the whole that drink lies in the lore- 
ground, but don't care if you take ;i the 
other way. Tlie worst mischief latin not 
OH the sinner but on tbe household mid 
while the laws protect the bearded men, 
they are powerless in protecting the 
women and children 


Can we therefore say tbe traltic is aicl- 


ful to the community? 
Nothing makes 


me 
more ashamed than 
the 
.'net 


that tbe state and town government should 
fasten upon this traffic as a means of 
wealth and get taxes out of the appetites 
of men. 


Where the carcass of drunkenness is 


there all evil is congregated; jmd the 
great American ewgle comes swooping 
down and takes away $120,000,()[)0 less or 
more for taxes. 
TMs tax falls ou the 


workinginen and passes through to his 
family and children. The heaviest part 
is on the poorest people of this country. 
I know of no money more tainted tban 
this fl2l),OOU,009 which goes into the treas- 
ery, more than one half of it taken from 
those least able to give it. 
They have 


paid taxes in other ways. 


Why should the government favor 


wine and not beer? There are 36,030,000 
barrels of beer mode here annually. 
Why should tbe drinkers of beer pay a 
tax of $3C,000,ODO and the drinkers of wine 
pay nothing so far us the wine is concern- 
ed. Are they not both home products? 
The whole system is a detestable system. 
Then Massachusetts must come in and 
take one-fourth the license money and 
the town the other three-fourths. 


If the town goes for no-license, the 


other evils can get nothing if you don't 
sell. If you are looking for the welfare 
of the community put a stamp on this 
system. 


As to regardfulness—I think the whole 


question rests on the regardfulncss of 
my neighbor. I presume I should like 
wine but I deny it because if I indulge 
others will take it to excess 
I do not 


believe any mm will refuse to give up 
his own pleasure for the good of the 
community. It seems to me that our 
physical conditions are perturbed by the 
appetites of our forefathers. There are ten- 
dencies Implanted in the constitutions of 
many for which they are directly respon- 
sible. We must cool off so that we may 
have children rot dammed in the cradle. 
Ifyou have a proper regard lor your 
fellowmen you will take from tlietn the 
temptation which overpowers them. 1 
can't believe we shall ever come to a free 
and universal life when the strongest 
will not make a single concession for 
those who are weakesi. The question is 
asked: "How can we put it away with 
the money intp.rcstt that are bach of it?" 
I don't know. 1 c.iu't see how \ve can 
mow; forward unless we put away this 
evil. It's got to be done :iud when we 
know a tatng has gol to be don*J we must 
go atit and ieurn how to do it. 


I sympathize with every movement, to- 


ward combination of labor, if -.use, but 1 
cpn'tsee bow they can help Hiemsetve-s 
in any othrr way nxrt'pt by puKim; a« jy 
this evil. 


We need to be hopelul and look lor a 


good time coming. This must be labored 
for and planned lot. What is tbe relation 
of tlie saloon to it? The accomplishment 
of Uie.saloon is profanity; in the nloon is 
the detraction of nil that is good in the 
community; the corruption of politics in 
the cities is generated in the saloon ; I.T.TC- 
le.-isne.ss is supreme there. There is prob- 
ably not one saloon in Massachusetts 
which observeH the law. Whnt hopeful- 
ness oan come from places of that kind? 
Tf we arc to have a belief of a future it 
must. be. gotten and sustained, not ii» the 
s.xloon but elsewhere.

THE POLITICAL CONTEST. 


It is fortunate for an army or for a polit- 


ical pirty before entering into a decisive 
conf.ict lobe fully aware, both the ra:;k 
and filo, of exactly what and where the 
field of action will be.

foreitri workmen. We can take care of 
the immigrant, if he is a decent, Qod- 
fearinr, liberty-loving, law-abiding, in- 
dustrious man, but we must shnt out the 
foreign pauper merchandise, or there will 
be no labor for the American working- 
men to do. We ought to insist that the 
labor of the United States shall be done by 
the pt ople of the United States under the 
Stars nnd Stripes. 


"Since the Republican party went out 


of po\\ er there h<is been a shrinkage of at 
least -~i per cent in the manufactures of 
this 11 luutry. That means a reduction of 
one-fourth of the labor forces of the Unit- 
ed Stale. That means the withdrawal of 
oiiC-Knirth of the wage money of the 
count T-y from daily circulation. It means 
a reduction of one-fourth in the fund 
which was formerly invested, to a very 
lar^e extent, in American agricultural 
products. 


"There are thousands who insist that

vh»t the 
Wilson bill 
will 


be jv rmitted to 
stand; but the Re- 


pubhi an party has never consented to the 
settlement of any great question until it 
has been settled right. 'Vue Republican 
party will never consent to the settlement 
of tbi tarift" question until every American 
water wheel is once more turning, until 
even American spindle is again set to 
singing the song of American prosperity."

found the building In darkness and a soli- 
tary citizen standing on the sidewalk un- 
der the shelter of an umbrella, peering up 
nml down the poorly lighted street as 
though doubting whether any of his fel- 
low fiti/ens would subject themselves to 
the weather conditions for the sake of at- 
tending a caucus. The reporter asked if 
there WH.S not a caucus to be held there, 
and the citizen, who could not be identi- 
fied lit the dark, but was later recognized 
At Eugene Nixon, said he understood that 
thuru Y>?fj, but no one but himself had re- 
ported ana the school house was not 
opened. Mr Nixon said he had tried the 
doura, but, to make surety doubly sure, 
and to oe certain that the caucus was not 
in pvogrnas in some out-of-the-way base- 
ment, tie returned 10 the building accom- 
panied by the reporter and made a second 
investitfatioii. It did not take long to ver- 
ify hi; first conclusion, 
i 


The two men took a position infrout of the 
rcuool house to await developments, 
standing beneath their umbrellas and 
viewing the dismal scene below. Great 
ciouds of vapo/rolled slowly upward from 
tue Arnold print works and were illumi- 
nated by the electric lights, so that it 
looked almost as though a conflagration 
werein progress. The fog hung thick 
over the valley and the lights froiu a few 
houses on Richmond hill looked like 
twinkling stars seen through a rift in the 
clouds. The street was deserted save Ly 
the torrent that rushed down the hill with 
the noise of a cataract. Suddenly, when 
the two men had about reached the cob- 
elusion that the cause of human liberty 
and advancement was destined to receive 
a eeiious set-back, another lone individual 
slowly wended his way to the place of 
gathering.

home of Homer Cheesbro, on the opposite 
side of the street, and borrow a lantern. 
He uamr. bank with a lamp and was fol- 
lowed by Its owner, who swelled the num- 
ber of voters present to four. The com- 
pany adjou-ned to the stairway leading to 
the basement, the lamp was lighted and 
the caucus was called to order by Mr. 
Nijrou, who rf-ad the call. On motion of 
Mi1. Whipple Mr. Nixon was made perma- 
nent I'ijairman. Mr. Wnipple waa elected 
.seureta > The choice of delegates to the 
KtrJe inm'pntiori to be held in lioston 
(Unroll 27 was next in order nnd was 
acooiiip'isbfd without friction, the vote in 
each of se being unanimous. The delegates 
are Ornoan Hicks, Verrv M. Fniley and 
Alex OriisweU.

DR. COYLE'S BOOK. 


A Review of the Work by Rev. 


Francis H. Rowley. 


SOME OF ITS STRIKING FEATURES. 


Originality and Vigor or Thought. The 


Author Ranked Among the Strong 


Thinkers of Our Time. A Fresh, 


Strong Book. 


Sharp Worda.

The following review of the late Dr 


Coyle'sbook, "The Spirit in Literature 
and Life" is from tho Chicago Standard 
and was written by Rev F. H. Rowley of 
Oak Park, HI., formerly pastor of the 
First Baptist church in this city. He and 
Dr Coyle were pastorb here at the same 
time for several years and their personal 
relations were most intimate and friendly. 
In ^reviewing tho book, therefore, Mr 
Rowley is considering the work of a friend 
as well as an author, and tho readers of 
THE TKAJJBCBIPT cannot fail to bo deeply 
interested in the result. 


THE REVIEW. 


It may interest some to know that Dr. 


Coyle, the author of this book which has 
already begun to attract tho marked at- 
tention of thinking men, was the success- 
or, in the pastorate of the North Adams 
(Mass.,) Congregational church, of those 
two widely known authors, Washington 
Gladden and Theodore T. Munger. 
That 


church has certainly had in Drs. Gladden, 
Munger and Coyle a trio of noted pastors. 
Each 
has mado a place for himself 


as an author, but unless we are mistaken, 
the youngest of them all has struck out 
into a field of investigation and thought 
that will give him a reputation peculisi ly 
his own. 


This book was originally a series of lect- 


ures first delivered at Iowa college under 
the general title, "The Holy Spirit the 
Sociali/.or." 
Our impression is that the 


author's purpose would have been more 
quickly perceived and the cumulative 
force of his argument more readily recog- 
ni/ed by the ordinary reader, had he either 
given the book this title, or, in hia preface 
stated that which he has so forcibly dem- 
onstrated, namely, that the spirit whose 
presence and power ho traces in literature 
and life was aspirit working through all 
proefcsses of life, particularly all through 
the life forces of the Hebrew nation, and 
then through the religion of Jesus, toward 
idenl social relationships. 


Recognizing the person of Jesus of Naz- 


areth as the most significant phenome- 
non in the known universe, our author 
finds alongside of the person of Jesus 
another fact of equal proportion and sig- 
nificance—his spirit. 
"The distinction 


between the spirit of Jesus and Jesus 
himself is as fundamental and important 
as their identity. 
They are historically 


and numerically one fact. 
With equal 


emphasis, however, it must be affirmed 
that they are historically and numeri- 
cally two facts, subjects of more or less 
independent investigation. 


To the study of this spirit, not as a sub- 


ject of religious belief, primarially, but 
as a fact by itself, a pure phenomenon, 
the reader's attention is invited. Here is 
this objective reality in the world, this 
actual force which no man can ignore, 
the spirit of Jesus; why shall it not be 
studied apart from the realms of meta- 
physics and theology, not as a mere qual- 
ity or abstraction but as a pure phenom- 
enon? To do this is, as Dr. Coyle claims, 
to enter a new and rich territory. 


This territory, guided by the light of 


the scientific method, he has undertaken 
to explore. As bciejiee has swept rapidly 
forward since it ceased to treat the ma- 
terial forces as metaphysical entities, and 
has dealt with them as only modes of 
motion, though still true forces, the hope 
is expressed that a similar new era may 
be about to open "for the science of spirit- 
ual things if it too should resolutely turn 
aside, for a time onlyit may be, to consider 
spiritual phenomena as mere modes of 
social action, as social forces." 
The vol- 


ume is thus an original, vigorous, striking 
contribution to the literature of sociology. 


Going back to the beginnings of Hebrew 


national developement the author seek-, 
to trace the operations of its distinctive 
spirit. 
He perceives it to be of such a 


nature as has in it the promise ultimately 
of socializing all human relationships. 
Through the history and literature of 
Israel, with rare spiritual discernment 
and grasp of the situation, Dr. Coyle fol- 
lows the ever-widening influence of this 
spirit. It WHS this spirit, that created the 
messianic expectation, preserved tho na- 
tion through its Babylonian captivity, 
conserved its highest interests through 
the. "night of Icgalism" and made ready 
for the coming at last of the anticipate 
Chritt. This Hebrew spirit, "the spirit 
of the Holy oneof Israel, the Holy Spirit," 
identifies itself with that of Jesus.' person- 
ality and bears henceforth that indelible 
stamp upon it. Then onward through 
the centuries of Chistion history ii is 
studied as it continues it3sociahz;ng work. 


Among the most striking features ot 


the book is the place assigned to "friend- 
ship " as the highest fruitage of tho so- 
cial spirit. An originality and vigor of 
thought appears here, together with a 
•'sweetness and light," that of itself ranks 
the author not only among the stroni; 
thinkers of our time, but as wei! amonj; 
the most gracious and spiritually minded. 
Those who begin to criticise, as they read 
on, will, if they finish the book, discover 
how, before it closes, it brings us at last 
back to tho "whole catalogue of great 
dogmas that have played their part in re- 
ligious history," and which, -'revived, re- 
stated and vindicated " are found to have 
been "originally dictated by the social 
spirit." 


Severely as we lancy this book will be 


criticised at the hands of many, we believe 
the animus of the criticism will be due to an 
unwillingness on the part of such critica 
to grant the author the right to study from 
so purely a scientific point of view the 
subject to which he has given himself. He 
is not writing a statement of the full con- 
tents of his religious faith, but, :n n day 
when many arc knowing those experi- 
ences of "black doubt and dreary agnosti- 
cism" which he tells n? in the dedication 
he himself once passed through, he has 
sought to show how, from these very ex- 
periences a man may pass, by the light oi 
reason and following the leadership of 
even BO seemingly non-religious a guide as 
the scientific method, to the irresistible 
conclusion that in Jesus Christ and his 
teachings there is a flrm. foundation on 
which the soul may rest. 


We can say of Dr. Coyle what a recent 


•writer has said of Adolph Harnaek: "Of 
one thing no one who comes in contact 
with him can doubt, namely, his profound 
personal piety, resting on faith in Jesus 
Christ as the Saviour of the world." We 
shall be satisfied if we have helped to gain 
some wider reading for this iresh, strong 
book, leaving It for those who have never 
felt the power of the author's helpful and 
noble personality to discover wherein he 
has failed—if failed he has—to realize the 
purpose he set before him.

When the Stato fixed Hotel Priced. 
Before, during and for a time after tho 


Revolutionary war the courts of tho com- 
n'onwealth usod to fix tho prices of tavorn 
board and liquor, so when tho sojourning 
stranger from afar struck Richmond ho 
could pretty nearly know what, "horse feed 
and breakfast" cost. There was also nil 
nsglza of bread as well as of drink. 
The 


price of bread was regulated by tho prico 
of whuat. A fonrpenny white loaf, a. two- 
penny white loaf, a fourpsnny brick lonf 
and n fourpenny brown loaf had each to 
weigh so much, according as thoy had oth- 
er ingredients mixed with flour. In thoso 
days n "'Boston biscuit," costing 1 cent, 
had to weigh sis ounces and two drains 
and so on. Tho connection be.twe.on n loaf 
of broad nnd CO pounds of whnnt, at so much 
per bnshol has gruwn beyond the grasp of 
tho modern mind. However, in tho old 
time in Virginia tho custom of regulating 
tho prico, or, rather, tho weight, of » loaf 
of bread by tho price of the. wheat of which 
It was made was universal. Su far as liq- 
uor was concerned, tho courts used to fix 
not only tho prica of a singlo drink, n 
quart or a gallon of tho stuff, but also "a 
gorum of punch."—Richmond Dispatch. 


Grant Kissed tha Girls.

fond of it. General Grant was perhaps a 
notable exception.

History of Watermarks. 


According to Miss 15. E. Thoyts, who 


has contributed an Interesting article on 
"Anoieut Watermarks" to Tho Antiquary, 
about tho earliest date at which thoy wore 
usod was 1301. 
Tho paper of tho first 


books printed in Kngland by Caxton boro 
the watermark of a small black letter, 
which was used from the timo of Duke 
Philip do Homlero, iu 13 JO. As tho marks 
oamo to distinguish various kinds and size 
at paper they soon gave thoir names to the 
kinds of paper, as "foolscap," "pot," 
•'post," "hand," and other designations 
still familiar. The watermark designat- 
ing J'foolscap" 1ms been traced back to 
1479. In the- middle of tho eighteenth 
oeutury a figure of Britannia was substi- 
tuted for the fool's cap in our country.— 
London Invention. 


BrrnnRO Noises That Are Heard to the 


Statue In New York Harbor. 


Tho statue of Liberty is tenanted by 


ghosts. At least that is what tho rlvor 
men claim, anil say tho statemont is sus- 
ceptibla of proof. They say, and they 
know whereof they speak, that as tho 
witching hour of night approaches most 
unearthly noises are heard, as if the statue 
was possessed. 


There is a scientific) explanation, how- 


ever, of these ghostly disturbances, but it 
docs not interest the harbor men and sutl- 
«rs oil board ships lying at anchor within 
a stone's throw of Liberty island, thoir 
hulls brought Into strong relief by the 
electric torch. Many a "fo'c's'le" yarn 
has been spun about tho midnight carni- 
val of spirits within tho goddess. Tho 
sailors in the croaking of bar joints hear 
the ghoulish shouts of tlio revelers. When 
tho night ia calm and bitterly cold, the 
mysterious din is plainly hoard. 


Tho most terrifying of these mysterious 


sounds for thoso who aro not in tlio secret 
aro the spirit rappings. Tho goddess rivals 
tho most export spiritual mediums. Those 
rappings may be heard almost ovcry night 
in the year. During tho daytime tlio bol- 
omn flguro is as quiet as u graveyard, but 
whfiu darkness settles down it is easy to 
imagine that several spirHiulistie seances 
nro being carried on successfully in this 
gloomy interior. Tho explanation is, how- 
ever, exceedingly siniplo. Tho statue, as 
everybody know.", is formed of enormous 
piatns of copper bronze firmly riveted to- 
gether. 
Tho action of ail sorts of weather 


to which this very exposed position roudcrs 
the statue subjccttenda to gradually loosen 
these little bits of steel. 
The dampness 


which is drawn in from the water from all 
four sides forms u thick coating of copper 
verdigris on tho rivets, oating away tha 
copper. This docs not weaken tho statue 
materially, but it affords a certain amount 
of play between tho overlapping sections. 
Tho goddess under tlio gontlo influunco of 
Old Sol expands throughout every part of 
her enormous figure. At night bho in a 
measure draws her robes more closely about 
her, as if to protect hoi-self from tho cold. 
Tho contraction of tho copper sheets, it 
may readily bo seen, causes a gontlo mo- 
tiou which produces a verjr fpint rap. But 
this reverberates through tho vast interior, 
which magnifies It over mid over again 
and lends to it a gloomy, hollo\v sound. 


Tho members of tho guard of honor who 


attend the ptockloss throughout l.ho night 
tell many strange stories of tho haunted 
statue. 
Several of these watchmen have 


preferred to give up their positions rather 
than listen to tbeso remarkable object let- 
sons in Hiiousticrt. Thoy could not bo per- 
suaded that tho mysterious figure was not 
iimmtwl, anil all eaid thoy hud nuvcr in 
their lives hoard of any liauntnd house 
which could buust half as n:uny hair ra,s 
ing noil's as tho dignified goddess. 
It 


sometimes happens when tho contrast of 
temperature is grer.tdst that tho groans 
and rappings aro loud enough to bo heard 
on tile boats passing close to tho island. 
The sound of hollow groans accompanied 
by weird rattlings and other uncanny 
noises has frightened more than one super- 
stitious sailor as ho floated across tho dark 
waters.—Xew York Journal.

Washington, March 20.—Having been 


in possession of the British Blue Book 
since Monday and of the Venezuelan 
documents ior over a week, the Vene- 
zuelan commissioners have made co- 
pions notes in their reading, and last 
evening thev took up the discussion of 
various con licting and inharmonious 
points in the two cases as presented, 
referring also to the great accumula- 
tion of ovic'euce the commission had 
already made bearing upon tho differ- 
ent phases<>f the question. A complete 
bibliography of the booka an«l maps in 
tho Lenox library. New York, was pre- 
sented to the commission, 
naming 


some 300 works, covering1 the period 
from the years 1500 to 1799, to which 
access is offered; also a catalogue of 
107 manuscripts relating to Spanish- 
American missions, settlements and 
similar matters which are held ready 
for the coin mission's inspection. A re- 
port was also received upon the Tank 
collection of the Wisconsin Historical 
Society's library consisting of Patch 
records, some of them of great value. 
The commission was informed by the 
state department that the governments 
of Holland and Spain had expressed 
willingness to assist in the investiga- 
tion of their archives. The question of 
sending some one to make an investi- 
gation in Europe was deferred for 
the present.

McCall followed with an 
elaborate argument showing the mili- 
tary and strategic advantages which 
would result from such a structure.

He declared that Boston was the best 
place for it east of New York. Boston 
is to be the best defended port In New 
England. The yard is ten miles from 
any spot where a foreign fleet could 
lie.

In its near 
vicinity are thousands of the best ma- 
rine artisans in the country. Boston, 
as the second port in the country, must 
always be defended. It is the na t.ural 
base of operations for the New En'.and 
coast, and, there, -regardless of local 
considerations, a great naval station 
should be constructed.

Consul Hall Positive an Attempt 


Was Made on His Life. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S LAME EXCUSE 


Bay* the Shot Was Fired at a Woman Who 


\Va» Looking Over the Prl.on Wall. 


Plots Against American* 


In Porto Klca. 


New York, March 20.—Regarding 


the attempt to assassinate 
United 


States Consul J. D. Hall by a Spanish 
soldier at St. John, Porto lllco, news 
of which was brought to this country 
by the steamship South Cambria, just 
in port here, Mr. Taussig, who repre- 
sents a large importing coffee house in 
this city and was a, passenger on the 
steamer, said to a United Press reporter 
this morning: "On the evening of the 
4th inst. Consul Hall was sitting on 
his veranda, overlooking the prison 
yard, which lays two terraces below 
him, and on a level at least thirty feet 
beneath, so that from his porch the 
consul could command the interior 
of the Spanish prison. 
The prison 


was in charge of Gov.-Gen. Marin and 
a force of Spanish soldiers. About ten 
minutes before the shooting he saw an 
officer leave his post and cross over to 
talk to a guard upon the roof. The 
island of Porto Rico had been thrown 
into excitement by the news which 
reached it the day before that the 
American house of representatives had 
passed resolutions 
recognizing the 


belligerency of Cuba. In Spanish cir- 
cles, especially within St. John, bitter 
resentment was aroused although the 
sentiment of the natives was strongly 
in favor of the insurgents. 


Americana Threatened. 


The following morning anonymous 


circulars were distributed in the island 
calling for demonstrations against resi- 
dent Americans, especially the consuls 
atMayaguez, Ponce and St. John. Mr. 
Taussig was at Ponce at the time, 
where Consular Agent Preston told 
him that he had^learned that his house 
was to be assailed that night. Word 
of what was being planned reached 
Consul Hall, who at once visited the 
governor-general and demanded that 
precautions should be taken to sup- 
press any rioting and protect American 
interests. This request was acceded to 
and no dh order occurred. 


The Governor-General'* Lame ISxoQBO. 
It was shortly before 5 o'clock on the 


evening of March 4 and just before the 
consultation between the officer and 
the guard when the latter levelled his 
musket and fired. The bullet lodged 
in the veranda wall back of the consul 
and within three feet of his head. The 
consul at once brought the affair to 
the attention of the governor-general, 
who smilingly assured him that it was 
all a mistake. 
The excuse was offered 


that a woman passing along the street 
at the edge of the declivity below the 
consular residence, but overlooking the 
prison, had leaned on the wall which 
ran along the edge and gazed down 
into the prison. This was against the 
rules and the sentinel had shot at her. 
Mr. Hall was not satisfied with this 
story. He told Mr. Taussig that every 
day he had'seen people passing along 
the street, which is a public highway, 
and gazing over the wall into the 
prison, and that this was the first time 
he had heard of the rule or of shooting 
on so flimsy a pretext. It was quite 
evident, he intimated, that the shot 
was intentional. 


Porto Itlcani In Sympathy with Cubans. 
Mr. Hall is a native of Norwich, 


Conn. 
He has no family with 
him. 


Mr. Taussig said that while the Porto 
Ricans sympathized with the Cubans 
they had neither the energy or op- 
portunity to attempt to secure their 
own independence.

ard for his speeches at Edinburgh 
and Boston, Eng., after which the re- 
port of election committee No. 2 de- 
claring vacant the seat now occupied 
by Air. Boatner, dera., La., will be 
taken up and roted on without deb ite. 
During the debate on the resolutions 
there was quite a little heat developed 
by an interchange of personalities^- 
tween Messrs. Sulzer, dem., N. Y., and 
Gibson, rep., Tenn. The display of a 
circular letter written by Mr. Gibson 
to his constituents and the charge that 
it was being circulated under a frank 
elicited an angry outbreak from the 
Tenuesseean, who denied that he was 
using a frank upon the document, anil 
declared that the person who said so 
was the author of a vile slander. Later 
the New Yorker withdrew the assertion 
and also apologized to the gentleman 
for anything he had said which might 
have given him offense, but this did 
not wholly satisfy the Tennesseean, 
who, in the course of a personal ex- 
planation, said that the circular had 
been stolen, being still, so far as he 
knew, in the hands of the printer, and 
asserted that if there were no receivers 
there would be no thieves. 
Mr. Gros- 


venor, rep., Ohio, defended the reputa- 
tion of Gen. Schenck from the infer- 
ence arising from the statement made 
by Mr. McCreary, dem., Ky., about 
his connection with the Emma mine 
and the publication of his rules of poker 
while he was minister to England, 


In the Senate. 


Senator Caftery, dem., La., whose 


speech in the senate against the 
adoption of the conference report 
on the Cuban, belligerency resolutions 
was interrupted at adjournment yes- 
terday afternoon, is continuing his 
remarks to-day. He said the proposi- 
tion had no better basis than stories in 
the Arabian Nights. 
The United 


States, he declared, was bound by in- 
ternational law not to interfere in the 
affairs of Cuba. If the United States 
did not cling to that law it would be 
outlawed from the circle of civilized 
nations. Senator Mills, dem., Tex., 
who was to have spoken on the sub- 
ject, was too ill to appear, but the 
other speeches were of a character to 
maintain the intense public interest in 
the question. 
The debate was opened 


by Senator Stewart, pop., Nov., who 
declared himself anxious for action; 
that the facts were too notorious to 
need further statement; favored the 
adoption of the conference report, and 
said that if a concurrent resolution did 
not produce the desired result congress 
ought to pass a joint resolution and 
place the responsibility on the presi- 
dent of the United States. Senator 
Gray, dem., Del., a member of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, rose, in or- 
der, as he expressed it, to state briefly 
the reasons which compelled him to 
withhold his assent from the confer- 
ence report, hut he was subjected to so 
many interruptions that his brief 
statement occupied over an hour. It 
closed with the expression of the hope 
that "Spain, without rupture of friend- 
ly relations, shall sit down with UE at 
the council board of nations and con- 
sider whether there may not be some 
other issue of this sorry controversy 
than the extermination of a whole peo- 
ple fighting for their liberties." Sena- 
tor Gray was interrupted all through 
his speech by Senator Hale, rep., Me., 
in the course of which Senator Hale 
flatly contradicted a statement repeat- 
edly made by Senator Sherman, rep., 
O., chairman of the foreign relations 
com.niltee, as to Spain having violated 
all the promises and reforms stipulated 
in the capitulation of 1878, when the 
insurgents of that clay laid down their 
arms. Senator 
Sherman, had 
caid, 


among other things, that, although 
representation iu the Spanish cortes 
was tlieu promised, the Cubans had 
only one delegate there; but Senator 
Hale affirmed that ho had a list of 
forty-five members in the housti of 
deputies and fourteen or fifteen mem- 
bers in the senate from the two islands 
of Cuba anj Porto Uli-o. Senator Halo 
declared with warmth that he was la- 
boring under a sp.nse of indignation at 
the suppression of the facts in the case 
by the committee 011 foreign relations. 
Senator Gray made a mock apology to 
Senator Hale for interrupting his 
speech so much, and spoke of him, by 
an intentional slip of the tongue, as 
"the senator from Spain." The junior 
senator from Texas, Mr. Chilton, advo- 
cated the passage of a joint resolution 
rather than of a concurrent one, and 
declared his belief that intervention by 
the United States meant the ultimate 
annexation of Cuba—to which he was 
opposed _____^___
